An Act to alloarthe qualified electors residing in Towns 21, 22,23,2* and 
25 North. Range 10 East, to vote on the question as to whith County they 
shall be attached. 

libe people of the State of TViscomin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SF:m.1m 1. The qualified voters residing in towns twen-
ty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, twenty-four and twenty-
five north, in range ten east, are hereby authorized to vote 
by ballot, on the first Tuesday in August next, being the 
seventh day, as to whether the said town, should be attach-
ed to the county of Portage or to the county of Waupacca. 

Stir. 2. All the votes given upon the question aforesaid Mode Of .bal. 
shall be by ballot, upon which shall be written or printed 
either the words "To Waupacca," or "To Portage. 

SEC. 3. The votes cast as above provided, shall be can- Canaan of 
vassed, certified, and the result ascertained and declared votes. 
by the same officers, in manner provided by law for can-' 
vassing, certifying and ascertaining the result of elections 
for county officers, and such result, when so ascertained, 
shall by said canvassing officers be reduced to writing, and 
by them certified to be in all respects true and correct ; 
and when the same is reduced to writing, and certified, 
the clerk of the board of supervisors of Portage county 
shall record the same in some county record book in his 
office, and shall, without delay, transmit by mail the 
original to the secretary of state at Madison, who shall, 
upon the receipt thereof, file and preserve the same in his 
office. 

SEC. 4. Said "towns" shall become part- and parcel of 
the county in accordance with the majority of the votes so 
east upon the subject. 
• Szo. 5. This act shall take effect and be in foree from and 

after its publication.
